Resolution Shunted to Committee 
After Sharp Remarks About

AUSTIN, Tex. Feb. 20.—The 
wholly Democratic Texas Senate re- 
fused today to vote on a resolution 
expressing confidence in Postmas- 
ter-General James A. Farley and 
deploring a proposed United States 
Senate investigation of his office.

And it is reasonable to state 
that with certain inevitable ex- 
ceptions in the case of individual 
products there has been less 
gouging in retail sales and prices 
than in any similar period of in- 
creasing demand and rising mar- 
kets. 

Average Age of Codes. 

The first codes went into effect 
in July, 1933. Since then approx- 
imately 600 have been added. The 
average age of these codes of 
fair competition which have been 
approved—90 per cent of the cov- 
erable employments were under 
code—is less than 11 months—a 
brief time indeed for the definite 
achievements already made.

Voluntary submission 
should be encouraged but at the 
same time, if an industry fails 
voluntarily to agree within itself, 
unquestioned power must rest in 
the Government to establish in 
any event certain minimum 
standards of fair competition in 
commercial practices, and, espe- | ‘ 
cially, adequate standards in ia- | 
bor relations. 

Fixing Wages and Hours. 


For example, child labor must 
not be allowed to return; the 
fixing of minimum wages and 
maximum hours is practical and 
necessary. 

The rights of employes freely 
to. organize for the purpose of 
collective bargaining should .e 
fully protected. 

The fundamental principles of 
the anti-trust laws should. be 
more adequately applied. Monop- 
olies and_ private price-fixing 
within industries must not be al- 
lowed nor condoned. No monop- 
oly should be private.

The committee is composed of 
Senator Phil M. Donnelly of Leb- 
anon. President Pro-Tem, and Sen- 


ators Emmett J. Crouse of St. Jos- | 
eph and Michael Kinney of St. | 


Louls. 

The chief objections of the com- 
mittee, as brought out in questions 
of the members, are that the bill 
would add another board to the 


many now existing under the State | 


government, and that the Planning 
Board, if created, might exercise 
undue power over municipalities 


and counties in the building of pub- | 


lic projects. 


The bill as drawn provides that 


the Planning Board give approval 


to anv public project costing more | 
than $5000 to be built anywhere in | 


the State. There is a proviso, how- 


ever, that any municipality or | 
county may proceed with its build- | 


ing program if the board fails to 


give its written recommendation 


within 45 days. 
Argument for Bill. 
Supporters of the Planning Board 
measure appeared yesterday in an 
attempt, for the third time, to con- 
vince the committee that the board 


would sit in no other than an ad- | 
visory capacity. and be nothing | 


more than a “fact-finding agency,” 
which would place its information 
at the disposal of local govern- 
ments and the various state com- 
missions. The board also would 
facilitate, they said, the receipt of 
Federal Public Works funds by 
Missouri. ‘ 
Chief speaker yesterday was Har- 
land Bartholomew, Consulting En- 
sineer of the St. Louis City Plan| 
Commission and Missouri consultant | 
for the National Resources Board, | 
which is headed by Secretary of the’ 
Interior Ickes and which makes rec- 
ommendations on all PWA projects. 
Bartholomew is also a member of 
the present unofficial State plan- 


ning board created in 1933 by Gov. § 


Park 

“The purpose of a planning board.” | 
Bartholomew said, “is to have a’ 
group that will make an inventory 
of planned projects in the State. 
based on the natural resources of 
the State and taking into consider- 
ation the acute social problems we 
are now facing 

“The board will not be a super-!| 
agency. It will be, once and for all, 
advisory. It will have no power 
and this bill delegates no power to. 
it. It will merely suggest. It will] 
bring about a better understanding 
and a wiser selection of public im- 
provements based on public needs.” 

Function of Board. 

The board, if created, would ad- 
Vise not only on. public building 
projects such as courthouses, jails, 
bridges and sewers, but also on 
forestry projects, soil erosion, | 
Stream purification and the creation 
of parks and game preserves. Its 
recommendation on any such proj-! 
ect would facilitate, supporters of 
the bill say, the receipt of Federal 
funds this year and for many years 
to come. | 

Proponents were quick to point 
out that they believed that a Fed- | 
eral Public Works program was not. 
merely a temporary relief measure | 
but would constitute a growing | 
governmnetal policy. 

Others who appeared before the | 
committee were C. M. Moderwell of | 
Chicago, district chairman of the | 
National Resources Board; Thomas | 
H. Rogers, representing the St. Louis | 
Chamber of Commerce, and More- | 
land Brown and Ira L. Reeves of

MODIFICATION NEEDED. 

| A little-known Missouri statute is brought to public 
‘attention by the announcement of one of the defend- 
'ants in the Kelley kidnaping case that a continuance 
| will be sought when trial is called. 

| This is the law which makes it mandatory upon 
ithe Court to grant a continuance if a litigant’s attor- 
ney is a member of and attending the State Legis- 
lature. If the law and the leading case interpreting 
it are followed, the inclusion of a State Representative 
‘with counsel for this defendant will be sufficient, on 


‘presentation of an affidavit by the defense, to require 
‘the Court to continue the case until 10 days after 
| the adjournment of the Legislature. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe of St. Louis 
County, in charge of the prosecution, characterizes 
this addition of a member of the Legislature to the 
‘defense staff as a move to delay the trial. We do 
‘not purpose to pass judgment on the motives behind 
‘this act. For all we know, delay may have been the 
‘end farthest from the minds of the defense counsel 
when it decided to call in a member of the Legis- 
lature. 
| Our position is simply that the statute is too sweep- 
‘ing when it denies the Court discretion in the matter 
_of granting the continuance. If Missouri is to have 
'a statute providing for continuance solely because
